The resolation agalnst “official journalism " 
pasted by the Institute of Journalists at ite last 
conference ought, says the .Sfafesmas, to ba the 
death-knell of newspapers that ‘are known to 
shape thelr policles according to the Items of 
intelligence vouchsafed to them: from on high, 
To call a paper “kept” was at one time the 
worst indignity that could be bertowed upon It, 
The connectlon of Louls Napoleon with several 
organs, directly lt becare known in London, was 
fatal to their {nfluence and thelr clecalation allke. 
There {s, of course, a distinction between the 
keeping of a journal for advancing a certain 
cause, and the beatowing by a Government io 
power of special information to such organs as 
have assisted {t to become « Government, 
Bot {a the matn, the latter le as bad as the 
former, ard a direct money subsidy might 
just as well be granted an the  authorite- 
tive intelligence from public departments 
upon which “'offictal journalism" depends, Aq | 
Independent press, thinking and writing {ndepen- 
dently, becomes an absolute Impossibility, 
Having got thelr Cablnet “tip,” the organs to 
whom [t has been entrusted are bound to defend 
it, Itis the gratitude they have to show. for 
theirfee. The extensjon of “official Journalism” 
during recent years has been on the mont extra- 
ordinary scate, It bastaken the forms of titles 
for the most part, which, of all the modes the 
nulsance assumes, Is the worst. One newspaper 
proprietor and ‘one reporler of the Institute of 
Journaliste—both ex-Presidents—have been 
rewarded with a baronetcy atid a kolghthood, 
Liberals and Conservatives alike have taken to 
controlling the press by putting editors and 
proprietors under permanent obligations, The 
Conservatives have thus attached In London 
and the provinces the Sforningy Post, the 
Globs, and the Shefisid Telegraph 3 while the 
Uberals have captured the Datly Mews, Sle 
Gilzean Reed's batch ef Midland papers and Sir 
Wemyss Reid's production at Cassell's office, the 
Dun Advertiser, tbe Glasgow Matl, and 
others, On the whole, advanced Radicalism has 
shown the greatest fondness for titular distinc 
tlon; but to work for knighthood or « 
baronelcy may now be expected to become the 
alm of a certaln class of presimien and thelr 
proprietory, It isthe public which will suffer, 
for It will be robbed of all opinion worth listen- 
{og to. “ Offical jaurnailam "1s not wnkoown 
1o {ndla, where there is the minimum of excuse 
for it, In: the presence of a powerful bureaucracy, 
and where, if anywhere in the world, it {s facam- 
bent on the press to maintaia that-attitode of 
watchfal and fearless crit{cism of the Admlaistra- 


tion that compels righteous role, Ii the Institute 


of Journalists will strentously keep all oe! 
paper knights and baronets oui of their chalr,
